Applicants reserve the right to pursue the non-elected claims in the context of one 
or more divisional applications. 

Claim 71 has been amended by adding the recitation of claim 74; 

claim 74 has been cancelled. 

Claim 70 has been amended similarly to claim 71. 

Claim 76 has been amended to correct a typographical error. 

New claims 107 - 133 have been added. 

New dependent claims 107 - 110 are supported, inter alia, by the 
paragraph bridging pages 31 and 32 and the fourth full paragraph on page 32 of 
the specification. 

New claims 111 - 116 are method claims corresponding respectively 

to apparatus claims 70 - 73, 75, and 76. 

New claims 117 - 120 are supported similarly to new claims 107 - 

110. 

New claims 121 - 126 are apparatus claims, in means-plus-function 
form, corresponding respectively to apparatus claims 70 - 73, 75, and 76. 

New claims 127 - 130 are supported similarly to new claims 107 - 

110. 

New claim 131 is supported similarly to new claims 112 and 117. 
New claims 132 and 133 are supported similarly to new claims 112 

and 118. 
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It is believed that all of the new claims, which deal with handling of 
commercials, are appropriate to group III, and would be classified in the same 
class and subclass indicated by the Examiner for the group III claims. 

In view of the foregoing remarks, it is respectfully submitted that 
the present application is now in condition for allowance. Favorable consideration 
and allowance of the present application are respectfully requested.
